according to a bulletin of the depart 
meat of agriculture. 
Alberta produced a sun^awer crop 
of nearly 200,OOO too* luA, year, the 
largest output yet recorded. Two dol 
lars a ton was tile estimated cost of 
all production. 
Considering tile high 
food Value of the crop, the bulletin 
declared it to be the cheapest silage 
or fodder crop ever raised.
